3 SECTIONS OF 
COUNTY ROADS 
TO BE IMPROVED 


rn Three sections of county roads 
"have been marked for immediate 
improvement by the state Highway 
department, it was announced to­ 
day 
by J. 
Walter Kugler, state 
highway superintendent. 
State highway employes will be­ 
gin work later this week on a one- 
mile section of the Kingsdale road 
connecting with 
the Littlestown- 
Westminster highway a short dis­ 
tance north of the Maryland state 
line. The road, known as route 056 
on state maps, will be 
built to a 
width of 14 feet. 
On the Kingsdale stretch, as on 
the two other sections marked for 
building in the near future, there 
will be a six-inch native stone base 
laid as a foundation 
for a 
black 
top surface coating. 
The second section of roadway 
likely will be started 
next 
week. 
Workmen will be sent to route 009 
in Latimore township which passes 
through the town of Latimore. 
A 
three-quarter mile stretch will be 
built. 
When 
these roads are 
finished 
workmen will be sent to a road at 
ML Misery in the Irish town sec­ 
tion. There route 061 will be built 
for a distance of one mile. 
These three 
projects 
will 
be 
built with the 
regular 
highway 
force without the addition of any 
workmen. 
Advertise for Building Bids 
Kugler also announced today that 
men under his direction have just 
completed black top surfacing of 
three sections of roadway where the 
native stone base was built last 
year. 
Those roads included the 
road from the Fairfield-Emmitsburg 
road toward the Gettysburg Water 
works; a mad connecting the Han- 
over-Littlestown road with the West­ 
minster-Littlestown highway and a 
road from York Springs to Lime 
Rock mill and connecting with tile 
Center 
Mllls-Idaville 
road. 
The 
three sections represent a total of 
about four miles. 
The state secretary of property 
and supplies has advertised for bids I 
for the construction of a new high­ 
way maintenance building along tile 
Qcttysburg-Fairfield road on lands 
reported to have been recently pur­ 
chased from the Walter Mehring 
farm less than a mile west of here. 
The site for the proposed new build­ 
ing is along the north side of the 
roadway. About IO acres have been 
held under option by the state pend­ 
ing the completion of the sale. The 
bids will be opened on September

'FEEDER' ROUTE 


Construction of two new viaducts 
across the Susquehanna river at 
Harrisburg, instead of one, to con­ 
nect the proposed $60,000,000 tunnel- 
turnpike to Pittsburgh with Pennsyl­ 
vania’s eastern anthracite fields and 
agricultural lands, is under con­ 
sideration by the Highway depart­ 
ment. 
One bridge to the north of Harris­ 
burg would link the all-weather 
turnpike to United States route 22, 
leading to New- York via Allentown 
and Bethlehem, and to Scranton, 
Pottsville, Wilkes-Barre and indus­ 
trial cities of the hard coal regions. 
The other, south of Harrisburg, 
near Steelton or Middletown, likely 
would merge with United States 
route 230 via Lancaster to Philadel­ 
phia, linking Pittsburgh’s steel mills 
With eastern tidewater ports. 
Both would divert traffic from 
congested capital city streets. They 
would take the place of the long- 
planned State street viaduct, which 
would ha v e crossed the river directly 
in front of the capitol. 
That bridge likely never will be 
built, highway engineers said. Tile 
proposed two new bridges would feed 
tlieir trunk highways into the east 
entrance of the South Penn turn­ 
pike 
at

county, 18 miles from Harrisburg. 
In addition, a “feeder” route prob­ 
ably would be built from the mouth 
of the tunnel turnpike, leading back

The Highway department already 
is seeking to take over the present 
Harrisburg Market street toll bridge 
over the Susquehanna, under the 
$10,000,000 bond issue authorized by 
the 1931 and 1935 legislatures for 
condemning and taking control of 
toll bridges throughout the state. 
The department has rejected an 
appraisal of approximately $3,500,'*- 
000 on the bridge, made by a board 
of viewers, and has appealed to 
Cumberland county court.

FRANCE ROOSTS 
HOURS OF LABOR 
IN 'WAR'FIRMS 


Paris. Aug. 30 (AP)—While mo­ 
torized units of the French army 
began maneuvers clase to the G er­ 
m an 
border, 
the 
cabinet 
today 
formally ratified a decree increas­ 
ing the hours of labor in national 
defense industries. 
Acting in the midst of the heav­ 
iest war clouds in 20 years, the I 
m inisters labelled the decree urgent j 
and made it applicable immediately, j 
The measure was signed by Presi- I 
dent Albert Lebrun and every mem­ 
ber of Premier Edouard Daladier’s 
cabinet as a symbolic act to show 
Fiance’s determ ination to carry out 
her treaty obligations to Czecho­ 
slovakia if necessary. 
The decree gave the government j 
virtual power to mobilize French j 
industry for war. 
It immediately lengthened work- 
| ing hours in national defense fac- I 
tories, in public services, and in! 
plants 
working 
for 
"the 
public 
safety.” 
And at the same time it 
gave the government the pow'er to 
abandon the 40-hour week in every 
industry in France if necessary. 
The application of the measure to 
‘public safety” industries and the 
public services came as a surprise 


as did its stipulations for applica­ 
tion. if deemed necessary, to all the 
nation’s industries. 
Passage of the decree came dur­ 
ing a three and a half hour cabi­ 
net meeting in which Foreign Min­ 
ister Georges Bonnet told the minis­ 
ters of the latest developments in 
the central European crisis.

declarations of Bonnet and the pre­ 
cise definitions which he formulat­ 
ed concerning French policy as well 
as instructions he sent in this re­ 
gard to our representatives abroad.”

The organization has been criti- j 
cized in the House of Commons for 
being in the hands of "society ladies 
and young debutantes.” 
But Mrs. Norman says "they’re all 
workers" whatever their social or 
financial position. 
"Merit” is the 
only thing that counts, she explains. 
"What would you do. Mrs. Nor­ 
man, if enemy bombers raided Lon­ 
don today?” 
"I don’t know. 
I hadn’t thought j 
of that.” 
“I should think your first con- j 


cern would be for your family.” 
"Yes, I suppose it would be.” 
“Then 
don’t 
you 
think 
your 
women volunteers will feel the same 
clash between duty and family." 
“Yes. I suppose so.” In some in­ 
stances, however, she explains that 
A RP. duty and family responsibility 
are being co-ordinated. Housewives, 
especially those in the poorer sec­ 
tions, are to be trained what to do 
in a raid. 
"Their husbands will be working, 
probably, and they'll be alone with 
the children. If we can show them 
how to put out bombs and how to 
seal up their windows so the glaos 
won’t fly we will help prevent them 
from getting so panicky, we feel.” 
“But do you think it’s practical 
to use women for A R P . work? Can 
they keep their heads in an emerg­ 
ency?” 
“It’s riot only practical but es­ 
sential. 
We’re in an emergency. 
We must have the support of the 
women.” 
The list of A R P . jobs for women 
ranges from telephonists and steno­ 
graphers 
to 
ambulance 
drivers, 
evacuation leaders, casualty workers 
and -undertakers.
